Now that the first emotion and surprise 
caused by the sudden death of Felix Faure 
has passed away, there is, contrary to all 
expectation not the slightest trace of agi- 
tation of political excitement on the part of 
the public. Even the sadness that charac- 
terized the crowds at news of the death of 
Pre nt Carnot is absent. The apparent 

difference of Parisians at the loss of the 
resident of the French Repubiic strikes 
many close observers with amazement and 
is interpreted by the Bonapartists and the 
Royalists as an indication that the people 
are tired of a Republic and would welcome 
& change in the regime. Such is the view 
fost emphatically expressed by Paul de 
Cassagnac, who, in a converaation in the 
lobby of the Chamber of Deputies, re- 
marked to a vorrespondent: 

“The unseemly haste of the Republicans 
to elect a new President is a sure sign of 
the apprehensions caused by the attitude of 
the people toward pretendérs. The demon- 
@tration that has nightly been taking place 
@t the Nouveau Theater in the patriotic 
drama ‘“‘Roi De Rome.’’ may soon be trans- 
ferred to the streets of Paris. A plebiscite 
would prove that the French people and 
the French army are united and true to 
mupoleontc traditions."’ 

‘hen asked whether he considered the 
moment ripe for Prince Victor to act and

M. Cassagnac replied: 

“That is more than IT can say, at all 
events until we know whom the-~ Repub-

This was interpreted by those who over-

IS A POLICY: 


Judge Advocate General Tells 
Why Filipinos Fight. 


THEY DOUBT OUR INTENTIONS. 


IF A DEFINITE COURSE WERE 
CHOSEN TROUBLE WOULD CEASE. 


He Says That Army Officials on the 
Islands Do Not Know What to 
Say and Aguinaldo Takes 
Advantage of It. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Judge Advocate 
General Jewett, U. S. A., has just reached 
, here from Manila. He is severe in criti- 
‘cism of the McKinley Administration and 
eays he does not blame Aguinaldo for 
doubting us. When told that fighting had 
begun he said: 


“Il am glad of it. The sooner the crisis 


j is reached the better. Might is the first 
, requisite for enduring peace. The Filipinos 
will not give us any trouble after the mal- 
contents and guerilla leaders are captured, 
“We must not forget that the utter ab- 
gence of a policy regarding the future is to 
. blame for this troubie. Aguinaldo, liar and 
‘fraud though he is, has had cause to doubt 
'our good faith. 
| “He used to come to eee me nearly every 
i day, just as he went to visit Gen, Merritt. 
Hie’'d ask: ‘What is your Government going 
to do with us?) We wouldn't tell him. He 
naturally believed us liars and cheats. He 
‘couldn’t conceive of a powerful nation 
' without a fixed policy. Then he took to ut- 
tering falsehoods to the world about the 
| American occupation.” 

“Had he any grounds?” “ 

“None but motives of revenge,’ was ‘the 

reply. ‘‘Aguinaldo’s - infamous falsehoods 
| about the maltreatment of native women 
‘were circulated to inflame the Filipjnos. We 
had 22.000 men there, and not a single cen- 
jsurable act was committed by one of them. 
‘That is remarkable, but true. 

“The only case of assault upon @ woman 
was made by a Tagal, and I had the pleas- 
ure of sentencing him to 12 years in the 
vilest prison you ever saw. He ought to 
have been ehot.” 

“What is the real situation?’ 

“Satisfaction among the Spaniards and 
geome discontent in the insurgent ranks, due 
to the delay in declaring our policy.” 

“Beyond question we owe considerable to 
the insurgents. They cowed the Spaniards 

by their show*of strength when we landed. 
They kept the Spaniards in the city, ex- 
pecting to make cold meat of them when 
we came ashore. Naturally, from their 
point of view, they were disappointed. They 
wanted to use their weapons on their for- 
mer tyrants, but we would not let them. 

“Gen. Merritt kept the insurgents 
‘bunched’ so that they could not spread out 
into the hills, and when he had to strike he 
delivered a crushing blow. The guns on 
the ships threw shells with the precision of 
Mausers. It was wonderful. Whole groups 
of insurgents with — in their hands to 
kill our men were literally effaced, There 

will not be any serious guerrilla warfare in 
the Philip ines. If there is, Spanish regi- 
ments will be organized with American of- 
ficers, and short work will be made of the 
natives. 

‘‘The audacious bravery of our men—vol- 
unteers chiefly, be it remembered—in charg- 
ing .the entrenchments on the side hills 
back of Manila was amazing to several 
‘English army officers who witnessed the 
charge. Our men crossed the open and 
climbed hills in the full blaze of rifle fire. 
They did this as if they had been soldiering 
all their lives. Nothing more than an or- 
der was necessary. Off they went. This 
utter disregard for fear has impressed na- 
tives and Spaniards alike. I predict that 
Iloilo will be as quiet and orderly as Phil- 
adelphia before the month is over. I am 
‘glad to hear what President McKinley said 
at Boston. That will do more for peace 
than any action of Congress.” 


FILIPINOS ATTACK AN OUTPOST. 


Driven Back, Eight Seing Killed and 
Eight Americans Wounded. 
MANILA, Feb, 19.—The guard of the Ne- 
braska Regiment, stationed near the water 
works, was attacked Thursday afternoon 


by insurgents. dressed in citizens’ clothes, 

who were hiding in a bamboo thicket. 

The Americans were wide awake and 
Col, Stotsenburg immediately sent four 
companies of re-enforcements to the scene. 
The natives stood their ground for a short 
time and then fled. Troops drove them to- 
ward Caloocan, killing eight of them, in- 
cluding an officer, and capturing two oth- 
ers, 

Capt. A. H. Hollingsworth, Lieut. Bert 
D. Wheedon and six privates, were wound- 
ed. The arrest of natives in the city on 
suspicion of aiding or attempting to aid 
the rebels, and the seizure of concealed 
knives and rifles continue, 

The insurgents fired on Gen. King’s bri- 
gade last night, but did no harm. 

e Chamber of Commerce of foreign 
merchants held a meeting to discuss their 
position in view of the stoppage of busi- 
ness with the Provinces of Luzon and the 
adjacent islands and the loss of foreign 
property at Iloilo. 

They refused to admit any one or to di- 
vulge the result. It is understood that Gen. 
Otis and the foreign consuls will be ap- 
proached. 

The health of the troops is good, but 
the weather continues hot and trying. 
The heat is very oppressive to-day and the 
troops, eepecially those who are compelled 
to work in the open, have been affected. 
lt will probably be warmer from now on 
until the rainy season. 

The rebels have been concentrating south 
of the Pasig River, in front of Brigadier- 
General Ovenshine’s lines on the right. all 
day long. The country in the vicinity is a 
particularly thick jungle extending for 

miles. The scouts report that the rebels 
‘are apparently coming from Laguna and 
Cavite provinces. The Americans are 
strongly intrenched from the beach to the 
Pasig.

Authorities Say They Are Sure of Con- 
viction of the Slayer of Mrs.

credible. I cannot tell you when the ar- 
rest will be made, nor can I tell why we 
have not. moved before this, but tHe truth 
will all come out very soon.”’ 

Wihen asked if Harry Cornish was the 
man Mr. Osborne said: “I cannot tell you 
now.”’ 

When asked if it was Molineux, Mr. Os- 
borne replied, ‘‘No."’ 

John D. Adams, Secretary of the Knick- 
erbocker Athletic Club, went on the stand 
yesterday and told how he ‘happened to 
think of Roland B. Molineux in connection 
with the sending of the poison to Harry 
Cornish. He saidithat the saw an alleged 
facsimile of the handwriting on the pack- 
age and was struck by its similarity to 
some handwriting of Molineux in his pos- 
session. 

John H. Yocum, a chemist, who is a 
friend of Cornish, was examined at length, 
He declared that Cornish appeared very 
ill shortly after the death of Mrs. Adams.

Cornish that a chemist had prepared the 
stuff. He declared that Cornish never 
talked with him about chemistry. 

Subpenas were served on six members of 
the Knickerbocker Athletic Club. They will 
have something to say about the rumored 
illness of Henry Cornish the night of Mrs. 
Adams’ murder. He has sworn that he 
oo the night in the club house in the 
charge of bis doctors. It is said that some 
members of the club will deny that he 
was at the club house that night.

CRITICISES MR. M’GROORTY. 


Eays That Gentleman Undertook to Do 
a Constitutional Act in an Un- 
constitutional Manner. 


SPRINGFIELD, IL, Feb. 18.—In an tnter- 
view relative to the dSorderly scenes in 


‘the House this week, Speaker Sherman is 


quoted: 

“It may as well be understood that such 
moves es that of Thursday will not avail. 
No member on either side of the House 
can obtain recognition by coming up to 


the platform and shaking his fists in the 
Speaker's face, nor can he secure recogni- 
t.on by ep.thets and denunciation. The 
men who undertake to obtain what they 
Want in that way wili certainly fail. If it 
becomes a question of endurance the chair 
can stand it as long as the.minority leader, 
and Mr. McGoorty can seek whatever rem- 
edy he sees fit. 

“House bills on first reading was the or- 
der of business at the time Mr. McGoorty 
made his request for recognition. The chair 
in all parliamentary bod.es, as an inherent 
right, even without rule 4, can decide on 
the priority of business. Mr. McGoorty 
undertook to usurp the functions of the 
chair and force upon a majority of the 
House his idea of the priority of business. 
ihe priority of business will be decided by 
the majority of the House, speaking 
through the member whom they elected 
Speaker. if tne leader of the minority 
wishes to decide upon tne priority of busi- 
ness and the way in which it is to be 
reached in the House, it will be necessary 
for his party to elect a major.ty of Dem- 
ocratic members of the House. Until that 
time the present Speaker will continue to 
decide that question as it may arise from 
time to time. If, in such decision, Mr. Mc- 
Goorty’s idea of priority differs from that 
of the chair, it may be unfortunate for Mr, 
McGoorty, but the chair-will continue to do 
business, and the majority will continue to 
ruie the House. 

“Mr. McGoorty undertook to do a consti- 
tutional act in a most unconstitutional 
and disorderly manner. The purpose for 
which he rose was not one of personal 
priviiege, and after he had gotten hnimseif 
into a difticulty by his own error he at- 
tempted to get out by creating an uproar. 
tie succeeded in creating the uproar, but 
he is still in the difficulty, and will continue 
there as long as the present occupant of 
the chair remains. 

“No Democratic member of the House 
has been refused recognition when he asked 
for it in a decent manner.” 

Regarding the Sullivan bill, repealing the 
Allen law, Speaker Sherman said:

HE NEWEST BOOKS. 
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éé ZARK POSTOFFICE,” by John 

Henton Carter (Commodore Rolil- 

ingpin), is a romance of Civil war 
time. It is written in a breezy, readable 
style, the chapters being like day by day 
glimpses of life on the border during the 
most exciting period in American history. 
The stary is not cast on any regular plan, 
the man whom the reader expects to be 
the hero of the narrative being killed in 
the opening chapter. This, however, is 
more true to life than many a romance in 
which the hero appears to bear a charmed 
existence.

MA, HITCHCOCK 


We May Always Count on Her 
Friendship, He Says. 


SHE IS WITH US IN THE EAST. 


CZAR’S POLICY IN CHINA, HE 
THINKS, IS NOT “IMPERIAL.” 


Young Monarch, the Ambassador Feels 
Certain, Is Sincere in His Propo- 
sition for the “Universal 
Peace Conference.”’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Ethan Allen Hitche- 
cock of St. Louis, fotfmer Ambassador to 
Russia, and to be Secretary of the Intertor, 
is back from St. Petersburg. Russia is our 
friend, he says. 

“The people of the United States never 
should forget for a single instaut that, ex- 
pressed or unexpressed, the friendship of 
the Russian Czar has been and is with 
them. To doubt the undemonstrative fidei- 
ity of the Czar and the Imperial Cabinet is 
unjust and thoughtless. Russia will be with 
us on that great question in which we shall 


need her help in the far East.” 

“What was the sentiment in Russia re- 
garding our war with Spain?” was asked, 

“In official circles the victory of the 
United States was regarded as a foregone 
conclusion. The great masses of the Rus- 
sian people knew little about the conflict. 
Newspapers are not read in Russia to any 
great extent. Information travels slowly. 
‘he feeling of steadfast friendship for the 
American people that is found everywhere 
is inexplicable; but it could not be shaken 
by any diplomatic influences that any Eu- 
ropean power could exert.” 

“Is she averse to our encroachments. in 
the East?’’ 

“Not in the elightest. She has her own 
plans regarding China; but they are com- 
mercial rather than impérial. She _wili not 
express joy or annoyance regarding the 
annexation of the Philippines, but she will 
stamd ready to indorse our course at the 
time moral support Is needed.’ 

“Are ahy the great powers unfriendly 
to our occupancy of the Philippines?’’ 

“I think not,” was the cautious reply. 
“} cannot say exuctly what France's feei- 
ings were, but she is so torn by internal 
troubles that even if we knew her attitude 
to have been rh ogee we ought to 
overlook it for the sake of the past. 

“The Czar’a peace programme,” sald Mr. 
Hitchcock, ‘‘is sincere and {is so accepted 
by diplomats who represent nations un- 
friendly to Russia. I had my last audience 
with the Czar.three weeks ago at Moscow 
and he expressed informally the utmost 
hopefulness reser the outcome of the 
commission. Even though it should fail, 
a vast amount of information will have 
been gathered as to the temper of the vari- 
ous powers; the views of their rulers and 
Cabinets. That Peace Conference will be 
an epoch-making assemblage. If the United 
States is to become the world power that 
is now clearly indicated the work of that 
conference will be of vital interest to 
every citizen of this land.’’ 

“Tell us about the Siberian Railway's 
progress?’ was suggested. 

‘It is one of the greatest commercial en- 
terprises of the century. The minister who 
is building it told me a month ago that 
trains would be running from Irkutsk to 
Viadisvostok in 1902. He told me the earth 
could be circumnavigated in 40 days. It is 
wholly surveyed and the rails are going 
down as fast as they can be got to their 
places. It is quite possible to travel by rail 
now from Nijni-Novgorod, on the Volga, 
to Irkutsk—made familiar to the civilized 
world by Jules Verne in ‘Michael Stro- 


‘‘What will be the final terminus on the 
Pacific ?’’ 

“It hasn’t been oe) promulgated, but 
you can say that it will be Talienwan, a 
fine harbor in Manchuria little known, 
which will be made absolutely Russian.

It is as if Minnesota had an abun- 
dance of grain and Ohio a great potato 
crop, but a drought and a grasshopper 
plague had existed in Missouri that had de- 
stroyed petatves and all kinds of grain. 
To try 
by pack trains from 
Ohio and Minnesota would take time and 
many people would die of starvation before 
the relief arrived. That’s what a Russian 
famine means. Whole provinces prove 
sterile some seasons, and then, unless the 
citizens hurry away, many of them will 
euffer actual want. Money will not buy 
what is not in existence.”

‘Louis. Lee was then 23 years o'd. He 
had worked on a farm ali his life and. 
being accustomed to a rough lize and plain 
fare, resolved to enter the service of UNncie 
Gam and fight for his country. It was not 
long after the first cail-for volunteers that 
he enlisted. He signed his fina! papers 


May 14 and that uight he was put aboard ; 


a@ train bound for Tampa, Fla. After his 


arrival there he was assigned to Company 


B of the Sixteenth infaniry. He went to 
work with a will and was svon « thorougna 
eoldier. He was anxious to go to the front 
wn spite of the hardsh ps he had endurca 
at ampa. The Sixteenth Infantry em- 
barked for Santiago June 7. While on the 
transport he wrote his* firsi letter from 
Tampa. He was well and hearty and eager 
for battle. After his arrival in camp at 
Santiago he wrote hone ctien telling’ of 
the hardships endured by the army and the 
extremely bad fare. He teuld of the trou 
bles of others, but never complained of 
himself or gave the least hint that he was 
dissatisfied. His letters were jolly, and, 
udging from them he was enjoying hfe. 
They suddenly ceased and battse took up 
his time. He foughi day and night, ai- 
Ways in tho thickest of thre fight. He 
passed through the Santiage campaign 
without a@ scratch. When fighting ceased 
he wrote home teil.ng his impatien: parenteé 
of the battie—how, with his company, they 
charged through thick uaderbrush, driving 
the enemy before them and pushing for- 
ward. 

“The Spaniards didn’t know whether we 
were Americans cr Cubans. We fired a 
volley and then we ran several yards to- 
ward the enemy’s line, fired another voiley 
and advanced again. We drove the Span- 
ish from their pos.tion. They.ran in ds- 
order and seémed very “much puzzled at 
the way we fought,’ his letter read. He 
seemed greatly eiated over the victory and 
his letter brought tears to the eyes of his 
father and mother. Their hearts swelled 
with pride and they told their friends how 
their boy had fvught at Santiago and went 
through that hard battle un njured, His 

arents received several letters after that. 

is last letter was dated July 19. He was 
not in the best of spirits, judging from his 
letier. Fever ,had begun to play havoc 
among the American soldiers, and probably 
he was stricken with it. His parents’ joy 
was changed to sorrow; they searched the 


_ papers daily, looking over the death lists, 


ut could find no trace of hm. His 
mother’s grief was so great that his father, 
John Weber, wrote to Washington, request- 
ing the Adjutant-General to trace his boy. 
He received a reply that everything possi- 
hile would be done in locating the _ son.
